I - September. 

The large shift in staff 
went rather smoothly. However, 
there was trouble right around 
the corner. Three members of 
The Omen staff were starting to 
encounter their mounting legal 
problems. With Jonathan Land,

Espresso machine cost $2,400. 
What does this mean? For the 
love of Mike, people, get off your 
asses and drink some coffee. 

Purchased second-hand 
from Omar Coffees in Hartford, 
Conn., the Espresso machine is 
just one of the many new aspects 
of this latest incarnation of The 
Tavern. Along with Latte, 
Cuppacino, Mochacino, Hot 
Chocolate, and (if you ignore the 
funny looks you get) milk, one 
can get Espresso in Div I, II, and 
III sizes (sm, med, large). To go 
with your beverage, the Cafe of- 
fers a variety of cheesecake, cook- 
ies, bagels, and Atkin's dough- 
nuts. 

To economize, one can opt 
for the prefabricated selections 
offered by the Cafe. Among the 
creative combinations of fare you 
can order: The Jesse Glick 
Threshold Special (Div III 
Cuppacino, 2 doughnuts, 3 Thin 
Mints), The Two-Course Option 
(Div I Coffee, 2 doughnuts), The 
Officer Doughnut (3 doughnuts, 
large coffee), The 5-Year Plan 
(Bagel with cream cheese, 
cuppacino), and the Financial Aid 
Package (Earl Grey Tea, | stale 
bagel). At $2.75, The Threshold 
might be a little pricey, but over- 


all, one can afford the Negative 
Space cuisine by feeling around 
the underside of a couch. 

Food, however, does not a 
Cafe make. With the lackluster 
space of The Tavern running neck 
and neck with SAGA for the 
Hampshire “down-home ambi- 
ance” award, why do people visit 
the Negative Space? "It's really 
bright in here," commented Jesse 
Recinos, apropos of nothing. “I 
wanted to study,” said Hans 
Schwartz, “but I didn't want to 
study hard. So I came here.” 
With these two constituting ex- 
actly 50% of the Cafe's clientele 
at 9:30 on a Sunday night, one 
can observe that drawing in the 
crowds, as always at Hampshire, 
will be an uphill battle. But the 
Tavern's managers are optimis- 
tic. 

“Wait until Jan Term,” said 
Hazel Elgart, a Cafe founder, 
apologizing for the Cafe's ap- 
pearance. Planning to utilize the 
Cafe’s furniture budget and a 
good bit of community charity, 
Elgart mentioned that the acqui- 
sition of furnishings is high on 
the managers’ priority list. Red 
tape abounds, however, since fire 
codes require that all furniture be 
fire-proof. 

One of the main objectives 
of the Cafe’s creators is that the 


Cafe be infused with some per- 
manence. They would like to see 
it remain a space for students to 
congregate, eat, drink, work, and 
be entertained. Plans are in the 
works for designated study nights, 
when the Cafe will be quiet. En- 
tertainment nights, with COCA 
sponsoring the weekly use of 
sound equipment for louder 
shows, are planned as well. Any- 
one interested in performing can 
contact Freyja Balmer, who has 
volunteered to head up the enter- 
tainment arrangements. 
Currently, all the Cafeis 
workers are volunteers, at least 
one of whom (Elgart)is getting 
her community service require- 
ment taken care of by her work 
on the project. Recognizing the 
need for more employees, how- 
ever, the Cafe will soon be con- 
sidering ways in which to ac- 
quire more workers. One idea is 
to put employees on a percent- 
age, taking home acertain amount 
of each evening’s take. Another 
idea would be to see if interested 
students could negotiate their 
advisor’s into buying the com- 
munity service idea. Anyone in- 
terested can contact Hazel Elgart, 
Dan Gregor, or Chris Deliso.
